Uition to the public domain, docs not'admit the btdief that any dhTicuUy will be iniey' 
posed by that body; and it may be safely concluded, that the United States would 
not hesitate to relinquish their claim to the small quantity of lands contained in the 
dis]juted territory. It is of il'ic utmost importance, that the proper boundary bvr 
established without delay', and to that end, us well as to remove the objection iiow 
urged, 1 respectfully suggest the pi opriety of submitting to Georgia the proposiiici^ 
that a joint application, from the two States, be made to Congress, asking a rO"- 
linqmshment of title to the lands la question. ^ 

The expediency of establishing a Penitentiary, has been submitted to the pcopi<i, 
is conformity -vith the 'act: of Jf^raary last, and from the returns whic’t havs bten 
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rerrUriljU Vfi''hovv'n Ti larg<? atul xU'cUl^d, jw^jo^-liy a e a‘,j;xiin5t it. Whatever 
opihions we jTiay fiiieriuin (Ui this interesting subject, tiie tiue.'ition has been settled 
in a nu'Hiier, and by a tributial, that commands implicit ac(|uie.«;cence. 'Vhe project, 
ttietadoi e, of ijnpi on ing our Oimiual C-ode, by introducing the Penitentiary system* 
u>\ist be con^idci ed, tor the presetjt, as abandoned. It is* however, otherwise soscep- 
tihlf of great and salutary changes which it is earnestly lioped the Legislature will 
aih'pt at the present session. 

'I’heir attention is particularly invited to the common practice of wearing secret 
wca{;oi!s. it has already led to the destruction of many valuable lives, and unless 
oieasuic.'t be taken to su])press it, will grow into a frightful and an alarming evil' 

'j hey are carried, it is alleged, in order to be provided with the means of self-de- 
tcnr.e, on occasions of emergency, but are much oftener used as instruments of re- 
\ eogc. '1 his dark passion is exceedingly ingenious in Its devices, whictl are gene¬ 
ral i\ so well contrived, that its victims are frequently made to appear as assailants., 
Within tlic. last few years, not a few cases have occurred, in which individuals of 
fharacter, of liigh and honorable feelings, and sterling Nvorth, have been roused to 
violence by merccontrivances, when they were either immediately despatched or 
dangciDiisly wnunded by the dirk, the dir.k-knife or the p<jcket pistol. Could these 
contrivances be established in our courts, the laws have {provided ample punishment, 
but this being tlie very point wliich the scheme ptoposcs to guard against, they are 
seldom susceptible of prof)f, and the offender is often discharged on the ground of 
necessary scU-defcnce, Icven when assaults are cornimitted without provocation, it 
de-cstiot follow tivat the persons in fault, should be stabbed to death, or sl^ot through 
ihe body. If it be objected, ilrat the Legislature have uo right to prescribe the mode 
cd WL-aring aims (d' this description, there can be nodithcnlty ii\declaring the use ol 
theai against individuals unlawful, when carried secretly and out of sight, and of 
inilicting an^' jmnishmeut, however severe, for injuries done by tViem in individual 
rencounters, h'he evil complained of is universally regretted t3y the orderly and 
well disjjosed part of the community, and they v.'ould readily sanction the passage of 
all necessui-y laws for its sujipression. 

‘riic existing laws for ascertaining the strength of the militia, arc defective. They^ 
Imve totally failed in obtaining from the ollicers accurate returns of the number ot 
their resjiective corps, 'This is strikingly apparent from the last annual report of 
the Adjutant General, by which it would seem that our militia does not exceed 
three thousand, when there can be little doubt, that correct returns irom the several 
brigades and divisions would show a force of nearly forty thousand effective men. 
d’he laws of most of the States have aimed at introducing discipline among the 
militia, and imparting to the body of the citizens, the instruction necessary to teacli 
them the duties of active service, but they have uniformly failed ot success, and it is 
the settled opinion ol our best informed military men, that nothing useful can be ac¬ 
complished beyond keeping in commission the necessary complement of officers, and 
obtaining regular and accurate returns of the effective militia lorce. The latter of 
ihese objects can be effected by adopting proper measures* which are recommended 
to the prompt -and early attention of the Legislature. Ly the acts of Congress of 
1808 and 1816, an annual appropriation of ^200,000 is made tor the purpose of pro¬ 
viding arms and equipments for the militia of the United States, which are to be 
xiistributed to each State in proportion to its effective force. The quota due to this 
State has never been received, and unless more accurate returns are furnished at 
the War Department, we shall continue, as heretofore, to sustain a considerable 
annual loss in these materials. 

During the last session of the University, a spirit of insubordination, among the 
students, was found to exist, which threatened for a season to impair the discipline 
which had been introduced, and without which no literary institution can flourish. 
At the meeting of the board of triistecS.in August, an enquiry was instituted, and a. 
thorough and laborious investigation, enabled that body to arrive at the true cause ot 
the evil, and to apply the corrective. The college exerpises were resumed in 
her with a respectable number of students, and under circumstances highly favoraoiie 
to the prosperity of the institution. With the present able and competent profes¬ 
sors, all united in maintaining the discipline of the University, and zealous ai^ acUve 
in their exertions to secure for it the high character to which it is entitled, it has 
strong claims to public confidence, and will doubtless in the end dispense all the 

blessings and benefits which its friends and patrons have anticipated. 

The period has arrived, when the public authorities should settle upon, and com¬ 
mence such a system of internal imprvements as the necessities of me country re¬ 
quire, and will be justified and sustaine|l by its resources. The topographical lea- 
i ires of the State are fully dcveloped-r-tht^ of it* several districts, and the pro- 
2 
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ductrons to which it is achqitfd stre known, the present condition of our towns, in 
r€^iir|i to trade, is ascertained, and their future commercial prospects can be antici¬ 
pated with tolerablexertainty; so that there will be little difficult)- in designating the 
points which should be connected, and in fixing the location of such channels of 
inteixommunication, as will best promote the interest and advance the prosperity of 
the wholecommunity. pur i-elative position to. the neighboring and adjoining States, 
discloses the interesting fact, that the works which would be most valuable to our¬ 
selves, even if made without reference to them, will bring to our markets large 
quantities of their rich and valu,.b!e productions. 

In casting the eye over the m .p of the State, it will be seen at once, that the great 
improvements cf which we stand in need, should be laid between the northern sec¬ 
tion of the Chattahoochie river and the Alabama, and between the Tennessee river 
below the Muscle Shoals, and the navigable waters of the Tornbeckbpe. These, 
with such im* provements as might be made in the channel of the Coosa river, 
would convey through the heart of the State the produce of the rich country be¬ 
tween that stream and the Chattahoochie, and of the whole northern secuon of the 
State, to the city cf Mobile. Thoy would, without doubt, bring to our markets, from 
our own citizens, a hundred rmd fifty thousand bales of cotton, which now seek, and 
will be sent to foreign markets, at great risk, labor and expense. 

The advantages which Railroad transportation possesses over all others, not excep¬ 
ting that of steamboats, have been so (flteti demonstrated, tlnit it would be m-edless 
now, to enumerate them. They will be noticed in one (;r two lesjjeci^, otily, whicin 
<>f themselwes will render coiispicnous and impressive tlie blessings vvliicli this great 
invention is destined to confer on the hnninn family. 

We will assume, tbtit the average quantity cf cotton hauled in waggons to j)]aces 
where it is shipped on steamboats and other water craft, is (aie hunt!red thousand 
bales, and that the average distance it has to be carried, by this moclesiol convey¬ 
ance, is fifty miles. The price per bale <»f hauling on common roads, tnay be stated 
at thtce cents a mile, making the cost of hauling 100,000 bales the distance of fifty 
miles amount to . . ....... . . $1.'->0,000 

The average rate of Railroad transportation will not exceed half a cent 
a mile, makihg the cost of conveying the same quantity of cotton, the 

same distance.. §25,000 

Showing a difference betwxen the two mode sof conveyance, of . . §125,000 

The experience of the last year, in the seven counties in the 'remtessee Valley, anp 
in such districts in the South, as, in the early part of the season, are renmte from 
Steamboat navigation, will attest the correctness of the following statement, while it 
will constantly remind our citizens of the benefits they would derive from a Railroad 
communication with Mobile. At a period last season, when the Tennessee in the 
North, and other rivers in the South, were too low for navigation, it is known that 
the price of cotton in Mobile and New Orleans, ranged from 15 to 18 cents per 
pound. Previous to the periodical rise in these streams, which must always occur 
before our planters can ship their produce to market, it fell to 10 cents. The crop 
in the Tennessee Valley amounted jla.st year to about 87,000 bales of 400 pounds 
each, and that in ilie South similarly situated, in regard to navigation, may be stated at 
40,000 bales of equal weight, making in all 127,000 bales, which were cut off from 
the markets, until cotton fell to the lowest of the above stated prices. 

127,000 bales of 400 pounds each at 15 cents per pound, will amount to §7,620,000 
The same quantity of cotton at 10 cents per pound, will amount to §5,080,000 
Showing an actual loss for want of early transportation, of . . §2*240,000 

Add to this the difference between hauling in common wagons, and Rail¬ 
road transportation, as before stated, . . . . . . §125.000 

And the loss sustained by our citizens last year, reaches the enormous 

sum of.. §2,665,000 

This sum, it is believed, is more than sufficient to construct a Railroad, upon the 
most permanent plan, and of the most durable materials, from Courtland, in Law¬ 
rence county,to Jackson, in Clarke county, the points of connexion which will jproba- 
bly be selected. There would iixieed, be an excess which would go far towards 
completing a similar work between the Coosa region and the navigable wafers of 
the Alaabma. 

Other advantages might be stated of equal value, with those of cheapness of freight 
and early access to the nmrkets, but they, are excluded by the limits which should 
be prescribed to communications of this kind. In whatever aspect a welt matured 
system of Railroads is contemplated, it is fraught with benefits so great, and so essen¬ 
tial to our agricultural and commercial prosperity, that it cannot fail, for any consid¬ 
erable time, to rouse the energi(^s and stimulate the enterprize of our’citizens, to a 
degree of activity, that will injure its ultimate establishmei^t. 
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In the construction of the Railroad from Tuscumbi i to Decatur, n distance of 45 
miles, our intellig-cnt fellow citizens, in that quarter, have set our example, which 
claims from our public avithnritics, the highest conmu-ndation, and should urge them 
to lend the aid of whatever means may be in their power, to the extension to other 
parts of the State, of a work so successfully commenced. 

1 respectfully recommend, that the formation of Railroad conipanies be invited, 
by granting charters of incorporation, and that stock be tak^n ijy the State, to the 
whole amount of the three and two per cent funds. The latter of these cannot, now, 
be expended, by Congress, upon the objects to which tliey were originally appro- 
jiriatcd, and it willdoubiless be placed at the disposal of the State, to be used with 
the other, in the construction of such works of internal improvement, within her 
limits, as the discretion and wisdom of lier councils may direct, 'riic three per cent 
fund, by being vested in stock of the State Bank, has been graduejly and considera¬ 
bly increased, and when arhled to the two per cent, forms an amount, that will effect¬ 
ually aid in the completion of the great works to which your attention has been 
invited, if bestowed upon these ui- similar improvements, it will henebs the whole 
Slate, and 1 beg leave to urge your prompt opposition to all altemprs that may be 
made to squander it upon objectstlrat are local in their character and comparatively 
iiiiimportant. 

The citizens of Tennessee, of whose surplus productions, large quantities liave 
annually w<'isted on their hands, have been awakened to the iinportaiice of this de- 
s<:rii>tioTiof internal improvement, and they are now actively engaged in making sur¬ 
veys and estimates, and in laying ])lans for such wanks, as will bre:ik down the bar- 
I’icMs that have heretofore excluclcd lliem from the .Vtiantic nuirkets. They have 
eubst^'rl the cosoperation of their distinguislied fellow citizem, Gen. Gaines, in engag- 
i!>g public attention to this great object. He proposes the construction of a Railroad 
‘from the Tennessee section of the Mississippi river, which will pass through the 
south western border of the State of Tennessee, and the northern parts of the States 
of Alabama and Georgia, to the Railroad now in operation betw'ceii Hamburg and 
Charleston. Intimate!)’' and extensively acquainted with the localities and resources 
of the western country, he has demonstrated, vvitli a conclusivencs.s which excUides 
all doubt or uncertainty, the practicability and utility of this stupendous undertaking. 
He has discerned, too, with the eye of an experienced and a sa gacious soldier, the 
advantages which a position on this part of the Mississippi river would have overall 
otliers, for the establishment of a great national armory, and as a rendezvous in time 
of war for the military forces of the western States; from which, it is shown, that any 
mimbcr of troops, with all necessary supplies, might be transported, upon the pro¬ 
posed Railroad, and such lateral roads, as the States througli which it might pass, 
w’oukl estal:)!ish, with a dispatch that would aflbrd complete protection to our whole 
Southern sea coast. 

As soon as the work contemplated by tlie citizens of Tennessee, shall reach the 
'ruscumbia and Decatur Railroad, the proposeel road from CourtUind to the navigable 
Heaters of the Tombeckbee, will convey a large proportion of the cotton and other 
produce in the south v.'csteru counties of that State, to themarkets of Alabama. 

'The views of General Cbiines, upon tiiis subject, are in my possession, and will be 
chefu fuHy sul^mitted to the examination of tlje committees that may be raised to take 
charge of this branch of the public service. 

The State Bank and its Branches, coiuimie to be managed with the prudence and 
abWity which have lieretofore controlled their operations. The directory, while they 
have aimed at a proper system of economy^ and guarded against tlic fatal evil of 
excessive issues, have succeeded in accommodating the reasonable demands of all 
parts of the State. The community is supplied, if not with an ample, at leastwith 
the necessary quantity of sound circulation, enabling our planters to obtain a fair 
price for their produce, and preventing property of every description from falling 
below its proper value. These were the principal ends of our banking system, 
which has been reared and matured with unusual circumspection, and with the 
enlarged capital of three millions and a half, now received, but little doubt is 
entertained that they will continue to be successfully accomplished. 

The sale of State stock, by which tins sum has been raised, was urged, among 
otliers, on the ground, that it would enable the Jbcgislaturc to provide a fund suffi¬ 
cient to defray all the expenses of ihe govenuneut, and to relieve the people entirely 
from the burdens of direct taxation. It was this anticipated benefit that obtained the 
sanction of the community for so large a loan, and recoinmended to them the expe¬ 
diency of pledging the faith and resources of the State for its redemption. The pro¬ 
fits of the Banks will be sufficient to realize this result, without detriment to the pub¬ 
lic interest, and without subjecting tlicsc institutions to the slightest embarrassment. 
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It is also proper that a h'e pVovuled out of the Rank dividends, that wiU b<? 
sufficient to discharge the public debt, at the expiration of thirty years, when it will 
fall due. Thi* wiUhave the effect to enhance the valut' of onr stocks, and to give 
increased Confidence to the holders. I'his fund ought to be held sacred, and should 
never be appropriated to any Otiier use or purpose whatsoever. 

The practicability o^icconiplishiug iliisdnoct, as wxd! as of ubolisliing the present 
mode of taxation, with its attendHUt inconveniences and expenses^ will be demon 
strated by the following statein» nt.

It will be perceived, in the afuivc cstim.it.c of l.ciirking capital, ttiat the pr<>5ts of 
the last and present years, wliicli form a. part (^f the cv-ipita’ at '- not inchuied; nor 
have the future profits been computtol, of the fund la> be pi-ovided for t’nc ultimate 
payment of the bonds. 

From this view, it would seem, that ibe taxes might he abolialied at om,e and iin 
Tnedhitely, with perfect safety; but as tlie proposed ]>hin is to efiVet a radical change 
in the reventie system, and in older 10 guard against any possible derangenunt, it 
might introduce, it would be advisable to make the reduction gradual for four years, 
after which period, the rcvciiuc shoiiUi be supplied euliredy from the profits of the 
Banks. 

Whil€ this tneasurc is fraught with greatand extensive benefits to the people, it 
furnishes an additional argument in favor of onr system of bunking, and displays in a 
strong light the prefei'cace which it justly claims over pi-ivate institutions. 

Applications -will probably be made from diffi rent st-ctions of the country to in¬ 
crease our banking capitah founded on a supposed scarcity of the circulating medium. 
As evidence of deficient circulation, complaints will be matle, that money cannot be 
had on the best paper. These complaints do not fiu-m a criterion to lie relied oti, 
and though made in the utmost sincerity and with perfect truth, should generally be 
distrusted, as proof of .scarcity. They .are, on the contrary, usually the evidence, and 
invariably the offspring of redundant cui-rency. 11 more mbney is thrown into circu¬ 
lation than is wanted, the whole history of banking proves, that it is sure to engender 
an inordinate thirst for speculation, to plunge the country into extravagance, and 
often to involve it in bankruptcy. It is the imaginary wants produced by this state 
of things, and not any real deficiency in the circulation, that comnionly give rise to 
demands for more money, and to complaints of its scarcity. 

If, in a country, the productions of labor command a reasonable price, if property 
can be sold at what it is really worth, and if the ex-chaiiges can be effected w'itlvout 
inconvenience, it may be concluded with certainty, that there is no necessity for 
increasing thequaifitity of circulation. All these test.s are believed to exist in Ala¬ 
bama, and they show that a just proportion has been established betwmen the money 
and the annual produce of the country, which would be almost certainly destroyed 
by any improvident addition to ourbanking capital.

JVIr Porter, wlio votcal in tlie majoi ify on ])ostj)oning until 2 o’^cloek this 
day, the rejiort of the committee on ju ivileges and elecliuns, moved to re¬ 
consider that vote ; which was carried. IMr Gayle then moved to commit 
the report to the cominitiee on jirivileges and elections; which was 
carried.

Mr R ogers introduced a bill to be entillefi an act to change the name of, 
and legitimate, Preston Newberry; which was read and ordered to a se¬ 
cond reading.

Wednesday^ T)eeemher 10///, 1S34. —Mr Shorlridgc introduced joint 
resolutions, to tlie Congress oftlic United Stales; which was read and or¬ 
dered to a second reading. 

Mr Porter made the following report: The committee on ways and means, to 
whom was referred, so much of the message of his excellency the Governor, as re¬ 
lates to a reduction of tlic taxes, have considered the same, and instructed me to re¬ 
port, iliat from an examination into the subject of the revenue system, your committee 
arc sensible that the views of the executive are entitled to the highest consideration. 
H'he skill and prudence manifested in the affairs of the Banks generally, have realiz¬ 
ed profits to theState, amply sufficient, so far as the present is concerned, to author¬ 
ise an immediateabolition of the taxes. 

Taking it for granted tliat the right of government to collect taxes, must be govern¬ 
ed entirely by its necessities, it would seem that in the present state of our financial 
affairs, the ])cople should at once be released from their collection. 

It is the part, however, of a wise regulation of public concerns, to look well to the 
future. Tmergeiicies may occur when the State, like an individual, would realise 
t!ie impel taut use of a surplus fund; hoarded, as it should be, with prudence, and a 
true regard to the interests of the people. The profits arising from banking capital 
is daily increasing, and though it cannot be disguised, that this profit is made from 
the people themselves, yet it forms the taxes which the community pays to its com¬ 
forts, its luxuries and its wealth. Be vied in this mode, taxation loses every onorous 

appearance, and pays back to each individual, sufficient tc>jusLity what he pays. In- 
tlircct taxes to be sure, may become more oppressive, than those levied directly. 
But the axiom loses its application somewhat in the present case. The State is pledg¬ 
ed to pay a debt of five percent, on the capital borrowed; each individual who 
borrows from the Bank, in addition to this, pays an average ot from six to eight per 
cent per annum; but from the present value of money and its necessary want 
the operations of agriculture and commerce, a prudent borrower will realize on his 
loan, a profit far exceeding what he pays, 'Fhe State, through its Banks, contiimes 
in this way, to supply its citizens, at a low rate of interest, all the money wanted m 
their transactions, and in the mean time secures the debt which it is pledged to re¬ 
deem. To this purpose the Bank profits should be sacredly devoted and the minor 
expenditures of government thrown, upon its ordinary reswirces. Accustom^, as 
all communities arc, to the present mode of taxation, it continues while assessed with 
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a proper reference to the income of each individual, and to the wants of the State as 
a most unexceptional system for raising a revenue. So soon, however, as that period 
has arrived in the affairs of the Treasury, when there exists an increasing indirect 
fund, adequate to the wants of government, direct taxation should be abolished. This, 
nevertheless, should be done in such a gradual manner, that while a proper view is 
observed as to the unforeseen emergencies of the future, the community should 
not be too suddenly led into the idea of entire emancipation from taxation. The 
pledge of government to the people should be sacred—no promise should be made— 
no legislation adopted, which a disregard to the futuro would render it essential to vio¬ 
late. This occasion, not now within the scope of the financiers view may arise, 
when all tne surplus fund now the property of the State, would be required to sup¬ 
port its operations. Place then all the resources of the State on that fund—sweep 
off every other means of resource, and subsequent legislators Vill find it hazardous in 
the extreme, to re-establish a system, which the people supposed abolished forever. 
Believing, as the committee does, that a too sudden reduction of the taxes would, 
not be a prudent measure on the part of the assenably; they recommend a system of 
reduction gradual, but permanent. Thus, a few successive years, while wearing 
gradually away the weight of the public burthen, will at the same time, show the 
necessity which may occcur for revenue, and enable the government to meet them 
promptly. 

The same committee reported a bill to be entitled an act, to provide for 
the gradual reduction of the taxes; which was read and ordered to a second 
reading. 

Mr Lewis presented the petitions of sundry citizens of Benton county, 
praying to discontinue and establish certain election precincts therein nam¬ 
ed; which were severally read and referred to the committee on privileges 
and elections. 

Mr Shortridge, from the judiciary committee to whom was referred, the 
bill entitled an act, providing a more summary mode for the trial of per¬ 
sons, charged with the commission of assaults and batteries, reported the 
same as inexpedient. Ordered^ that the bill and report lie on the table.

The uncx})ected call for the previous fjne>tio!i, liavin.c^ deprived tue of the oppor¬ 
tunity of as.signing the reasons ttiut induced me to vole against tiie j)assage of the re¬ 
solutions, inviting the lion- (iahriei d/\ .,01 e to resign his seat in the Senate ot the 
Dnitcd States; I beg leave to cuter upon ruefoiu’uals e4 the Hiajse* the reasons that in* 
iluced me to give that vote; preunsiug at the s:oue time, that 1 am n<it the apolojp.st 
or advocate ot mr Aloore, or of the course he has pursued. And I wish it distincUy 
understood, that if the resolutions had proposed to instruct him, they would have re* 
ceived my cordial Support, because 1 believe his cour'^e luis not been in conformity 
with the wishes of a majority of the people, but the rigluor the principle of instruc¬ 
tion is not at all involved in the question, I could not reconcile it to my views of pro¬ 
priety to vote for the recal of mr Moore for no other reason than because he opposed 
the President’s views, when the warmest advocates of the resolutions admit that they 
disapproved of the same measures in stronger terms. I may be behind the improve¬ 
ments ofthe age, but I believe that is the first instance in the history of the govern¬ 
ment under which we live, in which a Senator has been denied the opportunity of con¬ 
forming his public course to the will and Avishes of his constituents, and in which a 



Sector has been ai tempted to be recalled, when no act of disobedience to the will of 
his constituents has been charged or proved upon him. I am also of opinion that it 
was the particular and favorite object of the immortal founders of the constitutioor 
that the Senatorial branch of the governnient should possess a degree of permanence, 
that would place it beyond tiie reach of sudden political impulses.

T1 le bill to authorise the Governor, Comptroller, State Treasurerand 
President of the State Bank, to issue certificates of State stock, for the amount 
of the capital stock, reserved to the State, in the Bank of Mobile, was road 
the second time.

That they have examined every voucher in the office of the 'rrcasurer and compared 
it with the warrant ofthc Comptroller, and that they have compared them with the enlrieson the 
respective hooks ofthese officers, eommencing ou tho :.?7th November, 1833, and bringing the ex¬ 
amination down to the 10th December, lo34. Voiir committee find that no money has been paid 
by the ’treasurer, unless a warrant lias been issued by the Comptrrdler; nod m all cases where pay¬ 
ments have been made in [lurstiance of an act ofthe Legislature. The vouchers have been compar¬ 
ed with the act of appropriation, and found to correspond. 'J’lie accounts in both offices have been 
kept in u neat and perspicuous manner. The addition of the b()ok.s in both office* were made 
with great care, and no inaccuracy has heenjdetecfcd. 'riie vouchers were all carefully filed and 
numh^red, wliicli greatly facilitated the laliors of the committee. The Trcn.*;urer nnd Comptrol¬ 
ler were prompt and obliging in doing every thing in their power to assist the committee in pro¬ 
secuting the object of their inquiries. 

The cash in the Treasury to the credit ofthe revenue fund, was found to he, on the 10th of 
December inst., seventy tiiousand eight hundred and seventy two dollars ninety seven cent*, 
which sum includes one hundred and thirty-five dollars in notes ofthe Fayetteville Bank, Ten¬ 
nessee, which are on special deposite in the l^^tate Bank. 

The same mode of examination was pur.sued in regard to the University fund. The halnnee 
to the credit of that fund, was found to be .seventy four thousand three hundred and fifty five dol¬ 
lars and 1%venty nine cent.s. They also found in the 'Preasury, to the credit of the seat of govern¬ 
ment fund, six hundred and forty four dollars .seventy four cents. 

All the papers, book.s and furniture of the Trea.sury office, was delivered over by the late Trea¬ 
surer lo hi.s successor, in the presence ofthe committee, nnd the 'Preasurer elect bos informed 
the committee, that he has found on deposite in the State Bank, the several sums above men¬ 
tioned, to the credit of his department. 'Phe late Treasurer also produced to the committee, five 
dollars thirty seven and a half cent.s in old Treasury notes, which the committee burnt and for 
which he has received no credit in his account current; he i.s therefore entitled to that amount ef 
money out ofthe sum standing to the credit of the revenue fund. 

Your committee, after the most thorough examination into all the concerns of the Treasury 
department, fee! bound, injustice to the late Treasurer, to declare a* their opinion, that its sever¬ 
al dutic.s have been discharged by him with great ability and fidelity to the public. All of which 
is respectfully submitted.

Air McLcmore, fr'om the committee on roads, bridges and ferries to whom 
was referred, a resolution instructing them to inquire into the propriety of 
repealing a law, passed at the last session of the legislature, entitled an act 
to repeal in part and amend the law, regulating the apportionment of hcands 
to work on public roads, reported that it is ine?(pedient to legislate on tlie 
subject, a.s there is a bill from the Senate, embracing the same object; in 
whicli report tlic House concurred.

.Sir—In answer to a resolution of the House of iveuresentitives, requiring the Pfesident offlis 
Bank “to lay before the House, a sUiteuient of th** simout’t that each Director ovTes ori notes; and 
also, to state, whether the Directors pay the same curtailments at the end of every ninety days, 
tbnt is, hy tlie rules of the Board, required of others. Also vviint amount has been discounted to 
each Director on Hills ofl^xchange during the present year; and wliatatuouat is now running to 
maturity; when payable and by whom; and what amonnt wtll the Hoard have to discount On 
notes, between the first and fifteenth of January nest, to the people at large ; and what are the 
reasons that goveroed the Board, in refusing to discount generally. t(; the ditferent counties, and 
whether there has been *uy resolution of tlic Hoani on this subject, and if s© furmsh a copy of 
said resoDitian, and the yeas ami Mays oh the same a copy of which has been received and sub¬ 
mitted to tlie Hoard oftfirectors for their con*ideraiimi, and they /l ive instructed me to reply, 
and«(Tmnmnicate the infoematiuu desired inthe resolution, so far as it relates to the general poli¬ 
cy and management ofthe institJjlion. Hut. in relation to the amotint witich the Directors, indi¬ 
vidually, are indebted, although they have no wish to conceal their private tran^rvetions and deal¬ 
ings with the Hank; yet it is believed that the resolntion calls for inforuiation, which the I're.sid- 
ent and Directors are, by law, not at liberty to make public ; and so long a» a law exists for their 
government on this subject, they feel a solemn obligation to observe its jirovisious, not only iu 
regard other dealers with the Bank, but also in regard to themselves. 

Hy reference to the 12tfa section ©fthe charter uf the Bank, it will bs seen that tbn President 
-and Directors are required to report cert.ain information to the General As.sembly, during lhe hrst 
week of every so.*»sion, which staterrient is subject to the examination of the joint conuriittee of 
both Houses, appointf.'d for that purpose, vrilii full powers to send for persons and papers. Tim 
same’section makes it the duty ofthe Comptroller to inspect the general accounts in the hooks 
ofthe Hnalc, as often as he may please ; .and it is declared to be his duly, failhfuil}, t« report all 
and every violation ofthe fundarnenttl rules ofthis corporation, to the legislature: Pvovidcdhow- 
ever, tb<it nothing in this clause .shall imply a right of inspecting the account of any private indi¬ 
vidual, or individuals, or any body politic, or corporate 
In the Idth section ofthe charter, it is made the duty of the Hank to furni’li monthly st.atements 
to the Comptroller ; and the right i.s given to that officer, under the injunction of secrecy, to in¬ 
spect all the accounts and hooks ofthe Hank. It is also made Ids duly to report to the legi.slature 
and if in his opinion it be necessary, 1 o apply to the House for a select committee, who shall, under 
.a like injunction of secrecy, take int* coosidieratiou a.ny mattt*r.s relating to the Bank submitted 
to iliemhy the Comptroller, and report at their discretion. 

^I'lie 31st and 32d .sections of the charter provide, that it shall be tlie duly of Ihe .Senate end 
House of Representatives at every .ses.sion. each and separately, to elect a joinl committee of three 
luemhers from each House, w ho .shall, under the injunction nf.eecrecy. be invested with lull pow¬ 
ers to malic a thorough examination of all the books, and p.apcrs, of what nature or kind soever 
they may he, belonging to the- said Hank, &c. &c.; and alter eniuneratjng many other duties, 
it IS provided, that the said committee shall report to the General Assembly, each and every 
case, if any there he, ofa violation ofthe Charter; of misnianageincnt ufthe coucers ot the Bank, 
or offraiid, or imp«Rilion practiced hy horrower.s or others on the T)iroctor.s or officers ol the In- 
stiution. daid committee may, at their di.screliou, send for persons and papers, and coiiipeVthc 
attendance of witnesses; Pr'jxKiled however, tliat nothing herein contained shall imply tiie right 
of said committea to report to the General Assembly the situation of any private debtor or cre¬ 
ditor unless'their situation or names are palpably connected with some imputed violation of the 
charter, mi.smanageirtent iu the concerns oftlic Bank, or of some fraud or imposition piacticeu 
on the Director.s or oiticers (iffhe institution, , i r 

J'he above quot«tion.s from,the charter were deemed necc.ssary, iu order that the inemberi of 
tlie legi.sJature iri.ay have the whole subject at once "before them ; from which it will be, seen, as 
ir. confidently b'dieved, that the only legal mode, by whiclithe luformation sought for m the rc- 
soliitiou, can he obtain«;d, is llirough the joint cominiltce. It was find is yet expected, that the 
joint conmiittec will, mifiiiteb^ iiivc.stigate tlie private accoonts^of individuals in Hank, goueralh, 
and ofthe Individual.s composing the Hoard of Director.'c particn-'arly.

That they 
view in this awful dispensytion ofdivinc [irovidence the removal from the scenes of this transitory 
life, ofone who-occupied alarger space in the affections of the American people, and the eyes of 
mankind in general, than any other iiumari being, him to whom with one accord, we fondly apply 
the elidearing appellation ofthe father of liis country, only excepted. And until lofty patriotism, 
matchless wi.sdom, universal benevolence, the mos.t enlarged jihiK'tnthropy and spotless purity of 
character shall cease to be venerated, Lafayette rau.st occupy A high place in the affections and 
csteeni of the wise and virtuous throughout the lapse of ail future ages, to the utmost ends ofthe 
earth.

f iriate province of history, who in the discharge of her proud and awful tusk, will not fail to ex- 
libit him as a light and a land mark to those, who may be destined, hereafter, to walk in the paths 
of usefulness, virtue and glory. 

Impressed as your committee most profoundly are, with emotions of the deepest grief at thift 
awful dispensation of an all-wise and just providence, by which they have been deprived of the 
early and constant friend and benefactor of our common country—entertaining a sense of the live¬ 
liest gratitute for his many great and eminent services rendered to tlic people of the United 
States on so many occasions; cherishing as they c.ia never.cease to do as the most exalted respect 
for the memory and character of General Lafayette, they respectfully recommend the adopUop 
of the foliowing resolutions.

I'he doctrine of meiger, according to the acknowledged rules of law, will notallow 
the larger oflVnce to be punished in i!ie smaller one. This doctrine has controlled 
judicial ti ii)unals during ages past, and will call to its preservation during ages to 
come, impartial reasoning, and the gi'eat principles of human justice. It would ar¬ 
gue a wrctclied sta'e (»f society, if tlie grand jury <or one of our counties, upon evi¬ 
dence sitfficient to find an indictment tor mui tier, were local! the offender to answer 
for an assault and battery onlv; and the absurdity would i)e increastd if the court, had 
it the power of rectniimitiing willi instructions as this House has, were not to return 
such iiuiictnuni with a view to the punishment of the murder. And society would 
be more deplorable, indetd, if A. under the same testimony were arraigned for an 
RssHuU and battery, and a murder, and upon a trial tor the former, were not fjadc 
answerable for the latter crime. Kither illustration is valuable to the purpose of the

'J'hc necessity of occasionally employing an agent to visit the several counties to 
colic^ct from the sheriffs tlie ntonies in their luinds, has been apparent and often prac¬ 
tised on the board; in many instanc* s tlie Ijoard have appointed agents with little 
or no qualifications, except honesty and industry; as the board have allowed those 
agents four dollars per day and their expenses, it is believed that a competent person, 
one acquainted with law and tlie forms of ruling sheriffs, could be procured for the 
ium heretofore allowed. The committee would recommend to the board, that when¬ 
ever the number of executions woukl justify the expense, they should be sent by a 
special agent, and placed in the hands of the sheriffs, and if the money is not made in 
due time, then to enforce the law on the dtlinquent sheriff.
